It 
will now be our duty to assist by 
example, by sober friendly coun- 
sel, and by material aid, in the 
establishment of democracy 
throughout the world.” 

World War II Breaks Peace 

Little did Wilson, or our par- 
ents realize that within a few 
short years there would be a total 
war. A war that would claim as 
many lives in one theatre, or one 
operation as the entire first world 
war. Four long years, we of this 
generation waged a terrible war 
before victory was ours. President 
Truman spoke to the men that had 
fought in the lines: 

“The high tide of victory will 
carry us forward to great achieve- 
ments in the era which lies ahead. 
But we can perform them only in 
a world which is free from the 
threat of war. We depend on you, 
who have known war in all its 
horror, to keep this nation aware 
that only through cooperation of 
all nations can any nation remain 
wholly secure.” 

Monday Marks Day of Prayer 
and’ Remembrance 

We will face East at 11:00 a.m., 
Monday in reverance to those that 
gave their life in World War I, 
and to those’ that died in the 
European, Pacific, and African 
campaigns in this war. The mo- 
ment of silent prayer we offer 
will be for ALL that suffered in 
both wars. And we will pray for 
guidance in preparing the world 
for the generation that will fol- 
low. A fervant prayer for lasting 
peace.
